ment in Mexigo will mean,” he said.

“Those of us who have had experi- 
ence in the tranquilizing of a tropical 
coumtry, with a people not very dif 
ferent from the Mexicans, who take 
naturaly to guerilla warfare, and who 
would rather fight than work, that is, 
would rather fight and run than work, 
know the difficulties that an army 
would have to meet to accomplish the 
only purpose that we would have in 
going in, to wit, the bringing about of 
law and order. 

“It would involve the garrisoning 
with a sufficient\force of every town 
It would involve the organization of 
columns to chase the guerillas into 
their mountain fastnesses and across 
trackless deserts, plain, and the subju- 
gation Of 15,000,000 of people.

Ottawa, February 23rd. 

Honorable $8. N. ‘Parent, ex- 
chairman of the ‘Transcontinental 
Railway Commission, whose op- 
erations are the subject of a 
recent investigation and report by 
Messrs. Gutelins and  Lyneh- 
Staunton, has given a newspaper 
interview in which he says: ‘*You 
may tell the public squarely that 
the former Transcontinental Com. 
mission has absolutely nothing to 
fear and will stand its ground.”’ 
He points out that up to date of 
leaving office the late Commission 
had only paid progress estimates ; 
that the final payments were 
made or are to be made by the 
present Commission, and that if 
the Government accepts the re 
port of Messrs. Gutelius and 
Staunton as a statement of facts 
it was and is up to the present 
Commission to stop payment of 
the balances that they claim have 
not been earned. Unless that 1s 
done the report must he accepted 
simply as a political manoeuvre- 
an electoral pamphlet printed at 
the country’s expense, 

As to the responsibility of the 
Commission for the extra cost of 
the road resulting from high class 
construction and minimum grades 
and curvatures, he points out that 
before the appointment of the 
Commission the specifications 
(which called for a minimum 
grade of 04 of 1 per cent east- 
ward. and 0.6 of 1 per cent west 
ward—curves not greater than 6 
degrees) had been finally agreed 
to between the Government and 
the G.T.P., and that the Grand 
Trunk insisted in all cases upon 
the terms of the agreement being 
carried out in these particulars. 

As to improper classifications-— 
the Grand Truiik Pacific exer- 
cised its tight to protect its own 
interests by examination and ap- 
proval of all work by its own en- 
gineers; and that disputes which 
arose were arbitrated satisfactor 
ily to both parties, as was shown 
in the Parliamentary investigation 
that took place publiely and un- 
der oath. Mr, Parent asks for a 
complete publie and impartial in- 
vestigation of the construction of 
the road from its inception under 
the late Commission to its present 
stage of completion under the 
present Commission, 

Speaking of the profits of con 
tractors, he said: ‘‘Some made 
profits and some made loses, It 
was always a risk, The security 
deposited by the chief contractor 
is held by the Commission, wheth 
er he has given one or twenty 
sub-contracts, Should a contrae 
tor default, the chief contractor 
is obliged to complete his work 
and make good the loss. This has 
happened even to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific on one of its con- 
tracts with the Comimission,”’ 

Although presented to Parlia 
ment early last week, the Repor! 
has not yet been printed so that 
members are not able to acquaint 
themselves with its actual con 
tents, and must accept the state- 
ments of the Government's news 
papers as to what it contains,

The “worm” of the grave is a 
poetical image—the real destroyers 
are micrabes. Further bacteria then 
act upon the decomposed matter and 
reduce it finally to its pure mineral 
element.
